The late Stephen Price, Esqg.—We extract the following ac- 
count of the ebove named gentleman, from The New York Morn- 
ing Herald, of Jav. 23: ‘* Somewhere about the neighbourhood 
of sixty-five years since, Stepheo Price made bis first appearance 
in this work-a-day world of sio, sorrow, suffering, and strife. His 
father Edward Price, was a grocer iu Wall Street, before the re- 
volution, and duriog the revolution he was a high Tory. He mada 
money in his dusioess, and retired therefore with a fortune. He 
built a handsome house iu Bosch Street, where he died, For some 
time before his dewth, like George the Third, whom he loved and 
venerated, he was craZy, and bad to be watched. He lef: three 
soos, Stephen, Williom, aud Edward. The latter died at Noblo’s 
Garaens, William was the late District Attorney, and swartouted 
to France with nobody knows how much of the people’s money. 
Stephen, who died on Monday last with a quviosy sore throat, is 
the subject of this article. Stephen Price became a manager about 
32 or 33 years ago, in conjunction with Tom Cooper. Joho Hodg- 
kinson, the former manager of the Park Theatre, aied in 1805 ; 
after tuis Cooper had the Theatre for a year or so to himself, and 
then Price and Cooper became joint managers, aud made a good 
desl of money. ‘They built the two splendid houses in the Broad- 
way, which gow form the Carlton House ; subsequently wheu 
Cooper failed, these were sold under the bammer. 

After remainiog manager of the Park for a great number of 
years, Price went to England, and became manager of Drury 
Lace Theatre, In this capacity he continued but a short time, but 
remained in Eogiand, selecting aud engaging sters for the Park 
Theatre, joined the Garrick Club, and set up a splendid mansion 
io Russell Square, where he lived at the rate of 10,000 dollars a 
year. He made one or two trips to this country, and lastly, came 
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over last fall, with the avowed intention of shutting up the Na- 
tional Theatre. Siogularly enough he arrived here just in time to 
see itin flames, and still more siogularly, he arrived here, as it 
now seems, for the express purpose of laying bis bones beneath 
the cold and silent turf. He fretted and fumed immensely whilst 
he was bere—made a great many alterations for the worse, and 
none for the better—abusec and insulted many much better men 
than himself, and ate and drank much that was commendable and 
excellent io the choice society of Jack Povey, and Henry Placide.”
